The future of farming In the 
province depends on the young 
people.

Three by-laws were passed by 

Newmarket town council Mon- 
day night. One by-law gave 
authority to levy taxes, the sec- 
ond dealt with the sale of town 
property, and the third confirm- 
ed the appointment of ,, Fred 
Obee as a constable. 

The by-law dealing with the 
tax levy listed the mill rates as 
follows:, public and separate 
school maintenance and public 
school debentures, 9.5 mills on 
the dollar; for county rate, 3.4 
mills; payment of debentures, 
3.1 mills;. relief costs, .2 mills; for 
general purposes after the de- 
duction of the provincial subsidy 
of one mill, 17.8 mills. 

The by-law also provided for 
the levy of ten cents per foot 
frontage on each side of Main St. 
from Water St to Huron St., 
and on Huron St. from Main St 
to the railway tracks, to cover 
the cost of- cleaning Main and 
Huron streets. 

The by-law authorizing the 
sale of lands referred to the sale 
of lot three on the north side of 
Gorham St. to Clifford Wilson 
for $125, and lot four on the 
north side of Gorham St to 
Orville Rutherford Wilson for 
$125. 

A request to take a load of 
earth from a town lot was re- 
fused by council since it was felt 
that it lowered the value of the 
property. A resolution was pass- 
ed fixing council meetings for 
June, July and August on the 
third Monday of each month. 

Acting Chief Constable" James 
Leeder told council he had been 
receiving a number of complaints 
about dogs running loose and 
was told by council to ask dog 
owners to tie up their dogs. "I 
have but they say why should 
my dog be tied up if others are 
running loose," Chief Leeder 
said. Chief Leeder was compli- 
mented by the council for his 
work in. investigating and clear- 
ing up a number of police cases. 
He was appointed by council as 
.weed inspector.

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Tliorc is usually some similarity in the plat- 
forms of opposing political parties no matter how 
great their differences on major issues. There 
are always the assurances that the farmer will be 
given "the break" he has long deserved, that the 
working man will receive far more consideration 
than he has in the past. But it is seldom that 
there has been such complete agreement of aims 
in political platforms as has been witnessed dur- 
ing this campaign. 

All three parties arc agreed on the necessity of 
extensive rehabilitation programs, of advanced 
social and labor legislation, of continuing reforms 
in education, the need of markets, not to mention 
a host of lesser proposals such as road building 
programs and so on.

On April 3 and 4 I attended the 
urban teachers' section and gen- 
eral public school department of 
the Ontario Educational Associa- 
tion convention. The object of oar 
section Is to advance in every way 
the interest of education in gen- 
eral and the urban education in 
particular, through the discussion 
of problems of interest to urban 
teachers and the transaction of 
business in relation to the section, 
W. K. P. Kendrick, of the Tor- 
onto normal school staff, in * less 

than an hour, gave us a refresher 

course in English, taking as his 
topic, "We Struggle with the 
Course in English." Speech Is a 
learned activity, and it can be 
poorly learned. The process of 
learning Is largely one of imita- 
tion. The primary teacher has a 
golden opportunity to begin the 
royal road to beautiful speech. 
The speaker stressed the need for 
more oral English. At the present 
there are two main objectives to. 
be onsidered in planning the future 
policy of speech" education: (U 
To give all children, regardless of 
race, creed, wealth or social stand- 
ing equal opportunities to acquire 
an acceptable standard of spoken 
English. (2) To make the stand- 
ard of spoken English compatible 
with that of other academic sub- 
jects. 

Mr. Kendrick emphasized the 
fact that synthesis should receive 
more stress than analysis. After 
school days we shall not be called 
upon to select verbs, phrase's, etc., 
but rather must we know how to 
use these in acceptable oral or 
written form. 

Success in the teaching of lit- 
erature depends upon the teacher's 
enthusiasm. Our pupils' response 
equals what wc put into the lesson. 
Here again oral work was placed 
first. 

The Importance of related les- 
sons W33 stressed. Each received 
a suggested plan of work for a 
period of one month showing the 
co-relation of literature, selcnco, 
composition, music, art and house- 
hold science to the core subject, 
English. 

Teachers were urged to hand In 
questions to be used in the panel 
discussion. Much to our disap- 
pointment this part of the program 
was omitted. A member of the

On Tuesday afternoon Hart

It is up to the teacher, 
the home and the administrative 
officials to put across the present 
essentials such as conscious as- 
sumption of responsibility and in- 
tensity of effort. The fundament- 
al duty of the school is to teach 
good citizenship. Prospective 
teachers should he the most cap- 
able and most promising -young 
people graduating from our colleges 
and schools. Teachers must 
posses the fire that kindleth and 
must arouse in pupils the desire 
to develop to the best of their 
abilities. 

I was pleased to hear a very 
favorable report of the religious 
education committee. The speaker 
stated that a curriculum without 
Ilible instruction Is a curriculum 
which is out of balance. The 
course does not aim to turn out 
100 percent saints, but it docs aim 
to give children a knowledge of 
Bible history so that they may 
read or hear Kiblica! passages with 
some understanding. While It Is 
true that religion, economics, 
politics and morals are controver- 
sial subjects it Is better to have 
them taught than it is to have 
youth learning about them from 
unreliable sources or remain coin 
pletely In ignorance of them. 

We were favored by a very 
pleasing address "Canada and the 
Girl Guides" delivered by the field 
secretary for Ontario. The speak- 
er insisted that education for 
leisure Is of greater Importance 
today than it was during the mid- 
nineteenth century when people 
who lived outside the larger cities 
were dependent upon their own or 
neighbors* resources for entertain- 
ment. Our education for leisure 
must encourage mental as well as 
manual skills. The Guide's train 
Ing consists in making her thought- 
ful of others, self-restrained, toler- 
ant, valiant and unselfish. She 
should learn that the highest satis- 
faction one can obtain is derived 
from serving others. The speaker, 
of course, was appealing for teach- 
ers to take more Interest In this 
great movement. She urged pro- 
gressive education of all workers 
with youth. If Wieallsm Is Die badge 
of youth, stagnation Is too often 
the characteristic of maturity. 
Over and over again. In every pro- 
I fession, we see folk who have lost 
the lofty Idealism with which they 
set out to serve their fellows. They 
have settled into a comfortable 
complacency from which they hate 
to be dislodged. The commissioner 
urged teachers to take more part 
in community welfare.

actual age. Unless we change 
the law, these 18 and 19 year old 
voters will lose their franchise 
the minute they are discharged 
from the services. 

As for the youth department, 
it will have a capable minister 
of its own and be equipped to 
deal with all young people's 
affairs. It will co-ordinate the 
work -of existing departments so 
far as youth is concerned and it 
will take jurisdiction over the 
Ontario Athletic Commission. 
The Commission's good work in 
promoting teen-age sports will 
be very largely extended but it 
will continue to operate through 
service clubs and other organi- 
zations which have pioneered 

their own youth programs. A 
similar policy will be followed 
with respect to recreation centres 
which wilt provide meeting 
places for young people and 
sponsor entertainment and cul- 
tural opportunity.

It 
seems certain to live up to the 
title

The following is the citation 
for CpL Joseph Bingham, Ballan- 
trae, who was awarded the 
D.C.M. recently. His mother, 
Mrs. Ellen Bingham, resides at 
Ballantrae. 

'The 21 Canadian Armored 
regiment, Governor General's 
Foot Guards, on Feb. 26, 1945, 
was ordered to assault, capture 
and hold the high ground north- 
east of Udem, Holland. This 
ground was a dominating feature, 
commanding Udem, and the sur- 
rounding jterrain was compara- 
tively flat. No. 3 Squadron 
undertook to assault this feature 
when No. 2 Squadron, who had 
been originally ordered to carry 
out the task, became bogged 
down and came under very 
heavy anti-tank fire. 

"Cpl. Joseph Bingham was a 
crew commander in one of the 
troops in No. 3 Squadron. On 
the approach to the start line 
minor defects appeared in his 
tank which at, any moment might 
have rendered it useless for 
fighting. Although fully aware 
of this, Bingham pressed forward 
to the attack crossing the start 
line with a section of infantry 
riding on the tank. 

"Almost immediately the troop 
came under heavy anti-tank fire 
and the troop leader's tank was 
hit and brewed. Ordering the 
infantry to ground cover this 
non-commissioned officer ma- 
noeuvred his tank into a hull- 
down position and searched for 
the enemy guns by speculative 
shooting. One enemy anti-tank 
gun fired, obtaining a glancing 
strike on CpL Bingham's tank 
temporarily sealing the driver's 
hatch. 

"By calm and speedy action 
this non-commissioned officer 
rallied his shaken crew and 
brought . fire to bear on the 
enemy gun, forcing it to with- 
draw. This enabled the re- 
mainder of the troop to press for- 
ward up the slope and Bingham 
maintained a heavy fire from all 
his weapons until they had pass-

ed out of sight He then moved 
forward towards the objective in 
an effort to rejoin his troop. 

"On the way an infantry offi- 
cer was seen waving frantically 
from a slit trench slightly to his 

right and without hesitation 

Bingham hailed, dismounted and 

crossed the bullet swept ground 
on foot The officer and men 
were members of the Lake 
Superior Regiment (motor) and 
were being pinned down by 
small arms fire coming from the 
house. Returning to his tank, 
Cpl. Bingham engaged the house 
with 75 mm. high explosives and 
within a few seconds the enemy, 
five in number, came out with 
hands upraised and the infantry 
were able to continue on the for- 
ward objective. 

"By this time Cpl. Bingham 
was far to the rear and complete 
darkness had descended. Fully 
realizing that every tank, gun 
and man would be required toj 
hold the objective, he ordered his 
tank forward to the high ground. 
On arrival he became bogged 
down at such an angle that it 
was impossible to traverse the 
turret and thus to fight the 
tanks. 

"Cpl. Bingham ordered his 
crew to ground and dismounting 
two Browning machine guns he 
dug in in a defensive role. Two 
enemy counter attacks developed 
against No. 3 Squadron's position 
during the night but Cpl. Bing- 
ham and his crew kept up a 
withering fire from their ground 
positions and greatly aided in in- 
flicting casualties and driving 
enemy from the feature. 

"Throughout this operation the 
courage, coolness under fire and 
initiative of this non-commission- 
ed officer was of the highest 
calibre. His crew, encouraged by 
his superb example and leader- 
ship, was able to fight their 
tank in a most outstanding man- 
ner, assisting the infantry for- 
ward, accounting for numerous 
enemy casualties, and aiding in 
no small measure in the capture 
of this vital high ground."

Denies CX.F. To Take 
Over Farmers' Land 



Major A. H. Woods, C.C.F. fed- 
eral candidate, speaking at pub- 
lic meetings in Mount Albert on 
May 21, Queensville on May 22. 
and Belhaven on May 23. stated 
at each of the three meetings that 
the assertion that a C.C.F. gov* 
ernment would take over the 
farms or prohibit farmers from 
passing their farms on to their 
sons \yas ridiculous. 

Major Woods pointed out that 
the C.C.F. manifesto "distinctly 
states that the family farm is the 
basis of Canadian agriculture" 
and, t"hc speaker declared, as far 
as the C.C.F. is concerned, it will 
remain so. 

Major Woods said that in Sas- 
katchewan, the C.C.F. had won 
47 of the 52 seats in the provin- 
cial legislature and had formed 
a government in that province. 
Surely, the speaker said, the 
farmers of Saskatchewan would 
not have elected and participated 
in a government thnt planned to 
take away their property.

Equality For Farmers 
Said Prog, Con. Goal 

"Equality for farmers in the 
Canadian economy is one of the 
primary objectives of the Pro- 
gressive Conservative party," 
Earl Toole, federal candidate for 
North York, told a campaign 
meeting that filled Vandorf hall 
May 23.

He stressed the importance of 
co-ordinating production and 
marketing, the appointment of a 
board for livestock marketing, 
action to prevent the collapse of 
farm prices, the necessity of ex- 
panding export markets and the 
provision of floor prices for farm 
products. 

Maj. Lex Mackenzie, provin- 
cial Progressive Conservative 
candidate, outlined the 22-pointj 
"blueprint for progress" of the!

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With the aid of the United Automo- 
bile workers, a C.I.O. union, Mr. 
Allcs captured Essex North in August, 
1943. and has sat with the C.C.F. 
group in the legislature. Since that 
election the U.A.W. unions^have cooled 
toward Mr. Jolliffe and his party be- 
cause they think it has failed to act in 
the interests of trades unionism, a 
sentiment which Mr. Alles set out In 
his letter of resignation to the provin- 
cial leader of the C.C.F. 

"For some time it has been evident 
in Windsor and throughout Ontario 
that the C.C.F. party has been veer- 
ing away from that of the trades 
unions. Political manoeuvring has 
led to disunity in the trade union 
movement at a time when it is more 
than ever necessary for labor to be 
united to lead the\way and to make 
its influence count in the post war 
reconstruction period. Under the pres- 
ent C.C.F. policy, labor cannot exert 
its full influence to assure jobs and 
decent working conditions for all, an 
orderly reconversion to peacetime 
production and other very necessary 
reforms such as slum clearance and a 
housing program. 

** ... I believe it is somewhat ridic- 
ulous to voice the C.C.F. opinion that 
Canada is doomed to chaos and dis- 
ruption and that the labor movement 
b doomed to failure unless a C.C.F. 
government comes into power. Such 
a narrow and defeatist viewpoint is 
dangerous to the labor movement. As 
I have stated in caucus I am unable 
to place party interests before the 
interests of labor as a whole and am 
unwilling to adhere to C.C.F. policy 
opinion, thereby encouraging reaction- 
ary elements to combine against the 
best interests of the people." 






A book published in 1935, Social Planning In Canada, set out the prin- 
ciples of the Co-Operativc Commonwealth Federation (C.C.F.) and it had the 
approval of the present federal leader, M. J. Coldwell. Its comments are 
pertinent at the present time. 
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"Interest on capital and rent on land should be maintained in socialised 
production as a necessary accounting device, but they will no longer accrue 
to private individuals as income" 
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An Alberta C.C.F. member, H. D. Ainley, in a radio broadcast on C.C.F. 
agricultural policy, January 19, 1W3, is reported as making the following 
statement; 
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"The C.C.F. has considered socialisation of land. There are many advan- 
tages to the farmer from some forms of socialization. We can learn from 
Russia in this respect Social security cannot be obtained as long as we leave 
the control of our production in the hands of individuals.' 1 
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At the annual convention of the British Columbia C.C.F. on April 17, 
1M3, the party went on record as favoring: 

"Collective agriculture by the institution of methods of collective farming, 
such as have featured Soviet Russia's system, and by the creation of a provin- 
cial government monopoly in the purchase, processing and wholesaling of farm 
products, both those grown here and those imported." 

■ 

A pamphlet of the British Columbia C.C.F. federal campaign committee 
contained the following statement: 

'The C.C.F. believes that large scale farming with labor-saving devices 
will mean , . . more real community life . . . than can ever be the case under 
the present form of individual farming." 

And here is a statement by B. E. Leavens, one of Mr. Jolliffe s C.C.F. 
supporters in the legislature, as reported in the Orillia Packet and Times, Oct. 
28, 1943: 
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'"Mr. Leavens said that while they <C.C.F.) did not intend to control the 
land — farmers could stay on their forms as long as they wished — but they 
could not will the property on their death to anyone else." 

The shrewd people who live on Ontario farms will discern as straws in 
the wind these proposals to prevent land passing to private owners in the 
future; to prevent the collection of rent and to prohibit the transfer of farm 
properly to another upon the death of the owner.
